1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitation of 
independent claims 1 and 8: " determining a pixel coordinate remainder value 
associated with each of the pixel coordinate value" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). Notice, that determining a pixel coordinate remainder value 
involves determining true Htotal, which is a final result of all steps and the subject 
matter of this invention. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The limitation of independent claims 1 and 8: 
" determining a pixel coordinate remainder value associated with each of the pixel 
coordinate value" is not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Notice, that determining a pixel 
coordinate remainder value involves determining true Htotal and Hsub.total and 
remainder value indicate that the associated preliminary H.sub.total value is not true 
H.sub.total (See paragraph 0064 in the Detailed Description). Defining gap value also 
connected to determining true Htotal, which is a final result of all steps (See Fig. 1 , 
items 220,240). Specification does not show how the true Htotal could be define in 
order to define coordinate remainder value and a maximum gap value of the pixel co- 
ordinate remainder values associated with a true horizontal resolution. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear how determining a pixel coordinate remainder value could be 
done, which involves known true Htotal at the beginning of the auto-generation of 
horizontal synchronization (See steps 1604, 1610, 1626 of Figure 15), when true Htotal 
only will be known at the end of the process of the auto-generation of horizontal 
synchronization (See items 220, 240 in Figure 1 ) and it is a subject matter of this 
invention.
